The first treatise I made, 0, The- 


ophilus, concerning all that Jesus be-

and means committee, who opposed the 
Porto Rican tariff bill in the last con- 
gress, has also lifted up his voice 
against the Philippine bill. In a vig- 
orous speech Mr. MeCall referred to 
the Porto Rico decision of the supreme 
court as follows: 


"Four of the five justices who np- 


held the 
law were of the opinion 


that the fifth justice, in deciding with 
them, assumed a position inconsistent 
•with that taken by the same justice in 
another decision promulgated by him 
on the same day. One justice said that 
the two positions were irreconcilable. 
If his positions were irreconcilable, 
•who shall say which one was right and 
which was wrong? It may therefore 
he fairly said that upon these ques. 
tioas which involve our power to make 
the people of the Philippine islands 
mere chattels, without a country, to 
confer upon them a common law citi- 
zenship, and to force upon them a cruel 
commercial isolation, the court stands 
with four and a half justices ranged 
upon one side and four and a half upon 
the other." 


So far as the pending bill was con- 


cerned the Massachusetts statesman 
said that he disbelieved so profoundly 
in the administration's Philippine poli- 
cy that he could not support it. 


"What have we seen in the last three 


years?" he asked. "We have witnessed 
the solemn farce of four or five very 
estimable American gentlemen sitting 
as a legislature over ten millions of 
people of whose language, customs, con- 
ditions and existence they were prob- 
ably ignorant four years ago. We 
have witnessed the spectacle of an 
American army numbering over 70,000 
men, engaged in conquering a people 
struggling for independence. We have 
seen our highest court, apparently for- 
getful that this nation was established 
as a protest against the power of one 
people to tax personally 
another 


peocle, declaring congress exempt 
from the constitutional limitation upon 
the great central power of taxation 
and thus opening the way for auto- 
cratic government and for the exploita- 
tion of subj'ct peoples. 


"It was a po'.icy, too, as a result of 


which thousands upon thousands of 
the soldiers of American mothers will 
sleep their last sleep upon tbe banks 
of Rio Brands and the Pasig. I know 
it is said that it will give us commerce. 
Our trade with those islands appears 
to-day to have reached the magnificent 
proportions of the trade of a corner 
grocery, but if it should promise to 
briag to this country all the wealth of 
the Indie?, I believe that our national

He was 
picked up by one of the Brooklyn's 
boats. Admiral Schley received him 
at the gangway, and, ascertaining his 
rank, conducted him to his own private 
cabin, provided him with every com- 
fort within his reach and did every- 
thing that a brave man could do to 
alleviate his suffering and misfortune. 
The honors of the day were with Ad- 
miral Schley, his only recorded speech 
being "There is no need of jaalousy 
here; there is glory enough for us all." 
Sad news, indeed, that Bear Admiral 
Sampson, in speaking of an act that 
should be remembered as the brightest 
glory in his life, should repeat the sor- 
rowful memory of tbe grandest of our 
prophets: "Vanity of vanities; all the 
world is vanity."

He will point the way to the thieves' 


market without uny more idea of laws 
that deal with those who receive stol- 
en goods tliiin If you had jislced him the 
way lo the best hotel In tlie city or to 
one of the theaters or lo the .National 
pahice. The olfleial of the luw will not 
hesitate to tell you that it is directly 
across the street from the .National pal- 
ace, east of llie Kocalo—the park of tbe 
peons—and ilint if you are timid about 
tlie sine of the load ymi wish to take 
there the gate Is large enough to drive 
the biggest truck through without In- 
convenience. It is a very simple mat- 
ter to find the thieves' market. 


It is no small establishment, but a 


city institution, with a court as large 
as a city block, and it Is crowded from 
morning to night with Ihose who are 
leaking for bin-gains without the slight- 
est idea of moral wrong in buying stol- 
en goods, indeed it is slated that now 
and then persons find property once he- 
longing to them exposed there for sale 
at prices so reasonable that it would 
be absurd to K:> to law about it and lay 
up against the delightful convenient 
"manana" tin- trouble of appearing in 
court. 


The market is just what its name Im- 


plies—a thieves' market, where moths 
do not corrupt, been use there is always 
a stream of purchasers for go,)ds at ri- 
diculous prices. 
Nothing remains in 


stock over a few days. Spread out on 
tables or piled high on the ground can 
be found samples of almost anything, 
for the Mexican ratero is not partic- 
ular what lie steals. The thieves do 
not themselves act as the salesmen, for 
this would be dishonest even to the 
Mexican mind. They dispose of their 
plunder either for a lump sum or take 
a commission from the sellers.

The thieves, of course, know 
nothing of the value of tlie books.

book lover for $1.00 in Mexican silver.

bibliophiles of the

With Maxmilian aud his court many 


rare works of art came to Mexico. In 
the rush awny from Mexico these were 
left behind. Within the last month a 
fan. 
beyond doubt by Watleau, was 


bought In the thieves' market for .$8. 
The paintinii is still bright, the lace ex- 
quisite and rare, and the ivoiy sticks. 
Inlaid with gold, are still Intact. 


Mexico's ninny wars have made the 


country an arsenal of obsolete weap- 
ons. 
Swords, guns and firearms from 


the time of Cortes to the present dec- 
ade can be picked up in the thieves' 
market for little or nothing. Some of 
them, outside of their value as curios, 
arc of intrinoic worth, as an American 
discovered not long ngo. He bought 
for a trifle an old sword, tarnished and 
dirty. The style of the hilt pleased 
him. 
When he had it cleaned, he found 


that scabbard, hilt and blade were in- 
laid witb rich gold of marvelous ar- 
tistic design.—City of Mexico Letter in 
New York Times.

Moon null Mirror. 


Borne night when the moon is s.t Its 


lull and the air is free from haze go 
outdoors with a hand mirror and hold 
It eo that the moon's image will fall on 
It 
Make the experiment, preferably, 


when the moon is well up in the heav- 
ens. 


Instead of seeing one image, as you 


will expect, you will see four. 


One of these images will be very 


bright, but the other three will be dull, 
like unburnished silver. 


They will he in a straight line, one 


of the dull images on one side of the 
bright image and two on the other side 
of it 
Turn the mirror slowly around, 


and the images will appear to revolve 
around on a common center. 


The explanation of this queer little 


phenomenon may be found in the fact 
that there are two surfaces in a mirror, 
one in front and the other in the back, 
where the quicksilver is. 


The brightest of the images is from 


the moon itself. The others are what 
are known as secondary images, re- 
flected from the front to the back of 
the mirror and thence to the eye. 


A similar experiment may be made 


with the planets Venus, Jupiter and 
Mars or witU any of the first magni- 
tude stars, such as Sirius, Capella, 
Arcturus, Vega and Antares. 


The planets and the stars, however, 


make only three images, the number of 
Images depending on the breadth of the 
object. 
A perfectly clear night is es- 


sential.— New York Herald. 


Mosses That Are Served on Hoard a "Mean 


Ship." 


Some ships are known as "mean 


ships" by sailors on account of the 
food that is served to the forecastle. 
They are chiefly deep water sailing 
ships and trump steamers. Of course 
what a sailor shall have to eat is pro- 
vided for by law, but the law some- 
times gets badly mixed up on blue wa- 
ter. The strange dishes served to sail- 
ors ou "meau ships" are no stranger 
than the nauios the sailors give them. 
One of the commonest of "mean ship" 
dishes is "by the wind soup." This 
delicacy is composed of well polished! 
mutton bones, stale meat trimmings, a 
handful of potato parings and scraps 
from the captain's table. The mixture 
is boiled vigorously for two hours, at 
tlie end of which time the result is hot 
water of a light brown color with float- 
ing islands of grease on its surface. A 
little hardtack is added, and there you 
have your "by the wind soup." 


When a "mean ship" gets well ont to 


sea, one of the first dishes to appear is 
"dog chowder." It is a sort of resur- 
rection pudding, made of scraps that 
the cook does not dare to serve up as 
they are, but which he shreds finely or 
pounds in a mortar until all semblance 
of their original state is lost. The mass 
is well mixed with grease and served 
hot. 


Grease plays an important part in all 


the "mean ship" dishes. Another stand- 
ard item ou the bill of fare of these 
ships is "topgallant tea." 
It is served 


to the men in the dog watches, and the 
recipe for making it is this: Three 
times a week weak tea, made from" 
fresh tea leaves, is served. The leaves 
are saved and mixed with the tea 
leaves from the captain's table. Brown 
sugar or molasses is added, and from 
the mixture is made a decoction which 
is served four days in the week and 
which the sailors coll "topgallant tea." 


"Cow jipper" is a common dish on 


all "mean ships." It is made by boil- 
ing beef bones for six or seven hours 
with all the scraps left over from for- 
mer meals. The broth so obtained Is 
well seasoned with salt and served out. 
Another dish is "jumping jenny," some- 
times called "double belt pie," from 
the fact that the sailor has to take In 
a couple of holes In his belt after eat- 
ing it In order to stay him until the 
next meal. It is the result of a week's 
leavings from the cabin table mixed 
with six or eight ship's biscuits and 
half an onion. It is not at all a nice 
dish, aud a sailor with epicurean tastes 
always makes a row when the cook 
serves it.

The Indian Duck Trick. 


A little tin or earthen pan or some- 


times half a cocoanut shell supported 
ofl three stones is filled with water on 
which is sprinkled a red powder, ren- 
dering It practically opaque. 
A little 


duck of wood or porcelain is placed 
upon the surface, where it at first 
floats, but at tlie command of the per- 
former suddenly dives, remaining sub- 
merged until again ordered to rise. 


This very ingenious trick depends 


upon the fact that in the bottom of the 
vessel there is a minute hole through 
which passes a hair. One end of this 
IB attached to the duck; the other re- 
mains at the disposal of tbe performer 
and Is attached, by means of a pellet 
of wax, to his tomtom or to one of the 
bands with which he' beats it. When 
he wishes the duck to dive, he pulls 
the hair. When he desires it to rise. 
he relaxes the pull. 


There Is naturally some amount of 


leakage through the pinhole, and to 
cover this the performer takes care, 
when filling the pan, to accidentally (?) 
spill a little water. The ground being 
thus already wetted, the fact that II 
gets a little more is not noticed.— 
Chambers' Journal.

."Ninety-nine women out of every 


hundred, ninety-nine cooks out of ev- 
ery hundred,, will bake a turkey with 
the back to the pan," said a New Or- 
leans man who keeps in touch with the 
kitchen, "and this is a mistake. A fa- 
mous French cook I know never thinks 
of baking a turkey with the breast up. 
The breast is turned to the bottom of 
the pan and instead of being dry and 
tasteless when it is served is richly fla- 
vored and as sweet and juicy as one 
would care to have it. Ton see, all the 
fine flavoring of the turkey, the juices 
of the dressing and all the daintier 
touches Bow down toward the breast 
of tbe fowl, and when the white meat 
is served you get the full benefit of ev- 
ery flavor added during the processes 
of preparing and baking the turkey, in 
»ddition to the distinctive taste of the 
fowl itself. 


"Inconvenient and awkward! Not at 


all. It is just as easy to cook a turkey 
In this way as in any other way, and 
the result is infinitely more satisfac- 
tory. It is no trouble to arrange the 
fowl in the pan. If you desire to place 
Ihe fowl on the table before carving it, 
you will flnd that it will look quite as 
well as it would if baked in the usual 
way, 
and certainly it will taste much 


better Ilian it would if you baked the 
breast until it was dry and flavorless."

The snail is found everywhere, 3,332 


species being known, serving in France 
as an important item of diet and in 
this country an attractive inhabitant 
of the fernery.

The snail is extremely skillful in 


mending its shell, and some curious ex- 
periments may be tried with them 
Thus I have seen a helix of a yellow 
species attached lo another shell of a 
reddish hue by cutting off the top whirl 
of the latter, when the snail will pro- 
ceed to weld the two shells togethei 
and occupy both, using the addition as 
a door and possibly wondering at this 
sudden extension of Its iiou^e.

bernate or lie dormant until warm 
weather, just as tlie snakes do in Cali- 
fornia.

SpiderH' Webs. 


The webs of those spiders which spin 


snares ont of doors, as the geometrical 
garden spider, are formed of two sorts 
of silk, one of which is used for the 
main cables and the radiating threads.

A third kind of silk is produced by the 
busy little spinner wheu some such 
large insect ns a wasp has become en- 
tangled in the web and threatens to 
break the delicate structure in its strug- 
gles. This takes the form of an envel- 
oping mass, wlui'h is suddenly produc- 
ed and which effectually prevents aiij 
further gyrations on the part of the. 
captured insect.—Cornhill Magazine.
